When the jury announced it was ready 
10 report Mrs- Hunning was taken from 
the jail to the courtroom, She seemed 
nervous and looked searchingly at each 
juror in turn. 

Foreman Frank Holster stepped for- 
ward and announced the jury could not 
reach a@ verdict. 

Mrs. Hunning ‘smiled,. triumphantly. 
checking the smile as it was about to 
develop into a grin. She quickly re- 
sumed her usual stolid demeanor and 
showed no sign of emotion as she was 
led back to jail. 

Judge Dearing 
missed the fury. 

Grover Wilson, a farmer, was the 
juror who held out for conviction. On 
the first ballot the vote stood six for 
conviction and six for acquittal. 

The jurors who favored conviction on 
this ballot were W. J. McGee, George 
Reissing, Philip Steffen, Charles Gerber, 
H. R. Arnold and Grover Wilson. Those 
for acquittal were J. W. Ogle, John 
Haefli, George Hinsing, R. J. Cook, F. 
J. Sewald and Frank Holster. 

The first juror won over to the ac- 
quittal side was George Relissing and 
the last W. J. McGee. 


Dida’t Consider Testimony. 

According to McGee the jurors on be- 
ginning their deliberations decided not 
to consider Seidl’s testimony because its 
radical difference from that which he 
gave at his own trial showed him to be 
a perjurer. 

They also decided to give no weight to 
Mre. Hunning’s testimony because she 
gave it in her own defense to save her- 
self from death or a life sentence in the 
penitentiary. 

Of the other evidencé, McGee sald, the 
jurors who originally favored conviction 
believed the strongest to be a note writ- 
ten by Mrs. Hunning to Seid! while both 
were in jail in which she said: “I 
wouldn't think you'd have the nerve to 
do it.”’ 

“T am sorry I went over to the ac- 
quittal side,”” said McGee. ‘I admire 
Wilson for sticking out for conviction.” 

Prosecuting Attorney Miller says he 
will redocket the case of Mrs. Hunning 
and she will be tried a second time at 
the May term of court.

“America’s Florence Nightin- 
gale’” Expires of Pneumonia 
in.Hes Ninetieth Year. 





By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—Miss Clara 


Barton, founder of the American Red 
Cross Society, died at her home in Glen 
Echo, Md., today. 

The cause of her death was chronic 
pneumonia with which she was stricken 
about a year ago. Her brother, Stephen 
Barton of Boston, was with her when 
she died. 

Miss Barton 
Mass., in 1821. 


was born at Oxford. 


Miss Barton had been confined to her 
home, ‘“‘Red Cross,” at Glen Echo, since 
last fall, when she returned from a visit 
to New England. It was tlrought her 
trip was beneficial, but soon afterward 
she became seriously ill. She celebrat- 
ed her ninetieth birthday anniversary 
Dec. 26. 

American Florence _ Nightingale. 

Clara Barton was America’s Florence 
Nightingale. Much of her life was 
passed amid scenes of carnage, famine 
and pestilence. Miss Barton was a na- 
tive of Massachusetts. She was the idol 
of the soldiers of the Union army in 
the '60s. 

She was at Cedar Mountain, Antietam, 
Fredrickburg, Falmouth and at the 
siege of Charleston. When the war end- 
ed she went to Europe to recuperate. 
While there the Franco-Prussian War 
broke out, and she promptly offered her 
services. 

At Metz and Paris, and many other 
scenes of conflict, she ministered to and 
comforted the wounded and dying. Her 
services were acknowledged by the Em- 
peror of Germany by a presentation of 
the Order of the Iron Cross. 

As president of ‘the Red Cross, founded 
in 1864, Miss Barton rendered efficient 
service to the sufferers of the Ohio and 
Johnstown floods, the Michigan fires, 
the Charleston earthquake, and other 
national calamities. During the famine 
in Russia Miss Barton rendered import- 
ant service. She was in Havana at the 
time of the “‘Maine’’ disaster, and. with 
her staff of workers, was promptly at 
the bedside of United States wounded 
sailors, who were rescued from the ex- 
ploded and sinking warship. 

Hier Last Great Work, 

Her last work of national importance 
was in connection with the great Gal- 
veston flood relief in 199%. In 1904 the 
Red Cross was reorganized, President 
(then Secretary) Taft being chosen as 
president, and Miss Barton, then far 
advanced in age, and somewhat broken 
in health from exposure and hardships, 
retired from active connection with the 
organization. ° 

She resided for the last seven years 
at her home at Glen Echo, Md.. on the 
banks of the Upper Potomac. 

She received many decorations from 
foreign countries in recognition of her 
services as to humanity and her varied 
experiences have been recorded in per- 
manent form in her liberal contributions 
to literature, mostly relating to the 
activities of iue Red Cross.

A spring thunderstorm, including

WIDOW PUNISHED 
IN CODIGIL CALLS 
HUSBAND, 66, ‘GAY 


Tells of Other Women in Life of 
1 Man Who Died at Age 
of 81. 


HIS WILL FINED HER $1000 
It Was Added to Document and 


Mrs. Stamm Had It in Her 
Possession. 





Mrs. Amalie Stamm of 1948 Arsenal 
street, whose husband sought to ‘“‘pun- 
ish her for her jealousy”’ by a fine of 
$1000 which he imposed on her in a cod- 
icil to his will, told a Post-Dsipatch re- 
porter Friday the strange story of her 
experiences as the wife of Herman 
Stamm. He was 81 years old when he 
died. He had been a bulwark of the Re- 
publican party in St. Louis for many 
years, and was one of the founders of 
the Concordia Turnverein. He was a 
free thinker. 

Stamm’s will was filed Thursday in 
the Probate Court. With the filing of 
the will the widow first learned through 
a codicil dated Sept. 9, 1903, that her hus- 
band had withdrawn a bequest to her 
of $1000. The codicil contained this ex- 
planation: 

“I have considered this as a punish- 
ment for my wife’s perpetuai jealousy 
without any reason, and for her wrong 
charges for actions which I never done 
and whereof no proof of any kind couid 
be made.”’ 

When a reporter called on her at her 
home she still seemed to be deeply af- 
fected by what she termed ‘‘the shame 
of such a public and unjust punish- 
ment by her husband,” and every few 
minutes would sob convulsively. 

Mrs. Stamm called.to her stepson 
Emil, 50 years old, only a few years 
younger than herself, to confirm to the 
reporter what she would say. 

“You know, Emil,” she said, “that 
this is unjust and an outrage. You 
know that I did not accuse your father 
without reason.” 

Emil, however, only replied that he 
would not be dragged into the contro- 
versy and went. back to his home a few 
doors away. Then Mrs. Stamm said: 

‘When I married Mr. Stamm he had 
been a widower two years. That was 
just 15 vears ago. He had 12 children 
by his first wife, five of whom were 
still living them Only two, Emil and 
Julius, who is four yvears older than I, 
are now alive. Stamm was 66 years old 
and I i a 40. 


A Gay Young Man.” 
“Though Stamm was 66 years old I 


had been informed by his friends and 
even by the children that he was stil) 
& very gay young man in his habits. 
So before we were married I determined 
to have an understanding with him. 

“It’s about time you settled down,’ 
I told him. ‘If you do not give me good 
assurance that you are going to be 
faithful, I will not marry you. Any 
entanglements that you now have must 
be broken off.’ He told me positively 
then that there was none other but my- 
self that interested him, and that he 
would be a model husband. And we 
were married while he was attending 
a convention of the Republican party 
at Union, Mo. 

“Stamm was comparatively wealthy 
then. I deceived myself with the idea 
that he was old. I did not want a 
young husband, as I had had one young 
husband and been divorced from him. 
But within a year I found that Stamm 
was young, too. I watched him and a 
woman, a tenant at that time of one 
of his houses, and saw them taking 
trips to town. I upbraided the woman 
and accused Stamm, but he only pro- 
tested that his dealings with her were 
altogether of a business nature—they 
were arranging about the rent, he said. 
“She was not the only one. There 
were many others. He was a regular 
cavalier with women. And it continued 
up until two years ago, when Stamm 
became ill, and from that time to his 


him. 

“The strangest thing about this pun- 
ishment is that I carried the piece of 
paper on which it was written ahout 
with me all these two years. Stamm 
had one copy of the will and the codi/ 
cils to it in an envelope in a tin box in 
our home, in which he kept his spare 
cash. In the envelope was also our 
pass book at the German Savings In- 
stitution. 

“When Stamm got sick he turned this 
envelope, with the pass book and the 
codicil over to me. . But Stamm seemed 
to have become so devoted to me after 
he got sick that I had come to trust 
him implicitly. I never looked to see 
what that codicil] was. 

“And I believe he must have forgot- 
ten it himself until his last moments. 
Because, when he could no longer speak, 
he signaled me to come to him. He 
grasped my hands and then pulled my 
head down so that my ear was close to 
his mouth, and tried hard to make me 
hear something he wanted to tell me 
But I could not catoh it. He tried to 
speak to his children, too, but could 
not.

Eastern - Employes Authorize 
Walkout to Be Effective if

NEW YORK, April 12.—By a major- 
ity of more than 23,000 out of 25,000 votes 
cast, locomotive engineers on 50 rail- 
roads east of Chicago and north of the 
Norfolk & Western have authorized 
their officials to call a strike, should 
further negotiations with the railroads 
for increased pay fail. 

The count of the vote was completed 
at noon today and the result made 
known by Warren 8S. Stone, grand chief 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, to J. C. Stuart, chairman of 
the General Managers’ Association of 
the railroads. 

The general managers have called a 
meeting April 15 to consider the result 
of the vote. 

In addition to the 25,000 members of 
the brotherhood Stone said = approxi 
mately 15,000 members of the Brotner- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and in- 
ginemen also had voted on the propou:i- 
tion. Their vote, he said, also was over- 
whelmingly in favor of authorizing a 
strike. ,

Admits He Had $400,000 
Notes That He Made No 
Return On.

SAYS HE OWED $1,000,000 





Script Represented Money He 
Had Advanced to Salesmen 
to Buy Stock. 


Lifting his hands in characteristic 
fashion, as though pronouncing benedic- 
tion upon the members of the Board of 
Equalization, Alanson D. Brown, presi- 
dent of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., 
and a prominent church worker, sought, 
Friday morning to explain why his per- 
sonal tax return should not be in- 
creased $800,000. 
Diligent and searching questioning 
was used by Hickman P. Rodgers, at- 
torney for the Board, to try and pro- 
cure from Brown a concise statement 
of why he failed to report, in his return, 
notes he held which the Board values 
at nearly a million dollars. 

Left Out Notes. 
When Brown made his return June 1, 
he recorded nothing under the head of 
“solvent notes and other evidences of 
debt.”” But he admitted at the hearing 
that at that time, he held numerous 
notes for sums advanced to his sales- 
men, with which they bought stock in 
the company—and that he held the 
stock as security for the loans. After 
a long series of questions, Judge Rodg- 
ers finally obtained from Brown his 
estimate of the value of these notes 
June 1. They were then worth, Brown 
thought, “about $400,000.’" 

“You knew you held these notes and 
the stock to secure them June 1,”’ said 
Judge Rodgers. “‘Why did you not men- 
tion them in your report?” 

Again Brown lifted his hands in de- 
precation. 

‘Ah, but IT owed my bankers $1,000,000,”’ 
he said, ‘‘money that I had borrowed to 
advance to my salesmen to buy their 
stock, because they could not borrow 
the. money themselves. I have always 
tried to make everyone work manfully 
and lead a clean life, and——’”’ 

“We are not as much interested in 
that as in why you failed to report 
these notes,’ said Judge Rodgers. 

‘Then you thought,’’ continued Judge 
Rodgers, ‘“‘that if you owed someone 
$1,000,000 and somebody else owed you a 
you need not pay taxes 
on the notes and securities you held 
for the amount? Is that what you 
mean ?”’ 

Brown smiled upon Judge Rodgers. 

“That was my thought,’’ he mur- 
mured. 

His Personal Tax. 

Mr. Brown’s personal tax return was 
$7910. It is the desire of the board to 
raise it to $807,910, which will be done 
unless Mr. Brown can convince the 
board it should not be. 

Brown testified that at no time had 
the dividends on the stock he held as 
security been sufficient to pay the in- 
terest on the notes he held. 

“And I loaned to my salesmen gener- 
ously,”’ he added, 

When the last dividend of 3% per cent 

was declared recently, he said, there 
were seven notes upon which it failed 
to pay the interest. Neither is the 
total value of the security sufficient to 
cover the amount of the notes, he testi- 
fied. 
A game of verbal hide-and-seek was 
played between Brown and Judge 
Rodgers, when the latter endeavored to 
learn from the shoe man what was the 
actual value of the stock per share. 
Brown showed a newspaper clipping re- 
garding the sale of $15,000 worth of stock, 
which he said his salesmen had bought 
at $225 a share. About the first of the 
year, he said, “‘fancy prices’’ were be- 
ing paid for the stock, but that these 
“fancy prices’’ were based largely on 
good will.’’ 


Fancy Price 8300. 
Judge Rodgers finally obtained his 


opinion of a ‘fancy price.” He said it 
was about $300. 

“The price has since declined until it 
is now about $250," Brown volunteered. 

Judge Rodgers then questioned O. E. 
Plockman, Brown's bookkeeper, who ac- 
companied him before the board. 

Plockman said -the stock had sold at 
various times for from $225 to $760 a 
share. He said he did not know the 
total value of the notes Brown held nor 
the exact number of the shares of stock 
held as security without referring to his 
records. 
The board ordered Plockman to “look 
at fis records” and return with the de- 
sired information in the afternoon. 
Brown was ordered to accompany him.

IN 3 GIRLS’ ROOM

Young Woman Awakes as Ap- 
parition Glides About and 
Screams Bring Help. 


Miss Emily Burns was sleeping in the 
Same room with her two sisters, Misses 
Agnes and Theresa, at their home, 1825 
North Garrison avenue, Thursday night, 
when an unusual noise awoke her. She 
was astonished to see a white bed- 
spread, which had been thrown across 
a chest when she retired, gliding slowly 
across the floor. 

As she stared at the thing in amaze- 
ment, she thought she could see the 
contour of a human form beneath the 
spread. Then she screamed. The ap- 
parition materialized into a husky young 
negro. 

Simultaneously, Miss Emily's sisters 
awoke, and although they scarcely real- 
ized what was the matter, each sat 
up in bed and began to scream. Miss 
Emily ran out of the room at the mo- 
ment her father, Dennis Burns, 65 years 
old, ran in. The negro struck Burns 
over the right eye. 

Thomas Walsh, a policeman of the 
Mounted District, was asleep in the 
apartments upstairs occupied by himself 
and his wife when the commotion 
started. Miss Emily frantically ap- 
pealed to him for help. Walsh seized 
his revolver and ran down stairs in his 
pajamas. 

Policeman Embarrassed. 

Burns and the young women had 
blocked the negro’s escape from the 
room. The negro surrendered when 
Walsh arrived with the revolver. Walsh 
made him put up his hands and was 
preparing to search him when the po- 
liceman suddenly began to blush. 

Until this moment he had forgotten 
the scantiness of his apparel. He called 
to his wife to throw down his trousers. 

A new difficulty arose when he got 
the trousers. He couldn’t get into them 
and hold the negro at the same time. 
He was afraid to risk putting the weap- 
on into the hands of the nervous and 
excited Burns. He decided to put the 
revolver on a chair for the moment. 

He had put one leg into the trousers 
when the negro grabbed the revolver. 
Walsh hit him on the jaw so hard he 
fell to the floor dazed. Burns threw 


him by the throat. Walsh wrested the 
revolver away from him. Then he sent 
Burns for a clothesline. Not until the 
prisoner was safely tied did Walsh re- 
sume his dressing. 

At the Dayton Street Police Station 
the negro gave the name of Elmer 
Humphrey. He said he was the son of 
a negro preacher living at 4238 Kenne2rly 
avenue. He said he ran into the Burns 
home and hid under the bedspread to 
escape some enemies who had been pur- 
suing him through the streets. 

Miss Theresa, 20 years old, youngest of 
the Burns sisters, became hysterical 
after it was all over and a physician 
was called to attend her.

FLOOD HELD IN CHECK, 
END OF CRISIS NEAR 


Situation Improving All Along 
River and Few Points Are 


in Danger. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 12.—The Iit- 
tle armies of flood fighters are ho.ding 
their own all along the upper stretches 
of the Mississippi River today. At Lux- 
ora and Osceola, Ark., the situation still 
‘is eritical, and breaks may occur, but 
the flood is gradually receding, and the 
end of the crisis is in sight. A fast 
boat with a cargo of provisions for the 
villages was started from Memphis this 
morning. 

The river here continued to fall slow- 
ly. The gauge today showed a stage 
of 42.5, a fall of one-tenth since 7 
o’clock last night. 

In the Memphis District, Helena, Ark., 
is becoming the center of interest. Wa- 
ter from three breaks is making its 
way back into the Mississippi River 
through the St. Francis River which 
empties into the Mississippi just above 
that city. However, the levee at Hele- 
na is unusually strong, and it is gen- 
erally believed it will withstand the 
pressure.

In response to 4 telegram sent by 
Mayor Kreismann from Curuthersville, 
Friday, the Business Men’s League be- 
gan collecting clothing, shoes, provis- 
jons and dry goods for the refugees in 
that locality.

“The crime of the Government goes 
cn.

You have asked me why we didn't put 
Joseph W. Folk on tne stand to tell 
what he knew about Lewis. I'll tell you 
now. Is there a person in the shape 
of a man in all the 800,000 St. Louisans 
who will say aught against Lewis? If 
there is, you should have put him on 
the stand.’ 

Cullen drew an imaginative picture 
of Lewis pledging his life insurance 
policies to pay the obligations of his 
enterprises. 

“I can see him with his sorrowing 
wife by his side,”’ said Cullen. “I can 
see him taking from a closet with Spar- 
tan courage $450,000 worth of life insur- 
ance. 

“‘He turns to his wife and says: “This 
is for you, I know, but it must go to 
pay my creditors.’ Thus he robbed the 
wife of his bosom of her protection 
when his last battle is over. 

“He said to his wife: ‘Sign this deed. 
It’s over the hills to the poor house 
for us.’ ”’ 

Cullen scored the postoffice inspectors 
and said they ought to be prosecuted 
for defrauding the Government out of 
the money they spent in bringing about 
Lewis’ indictment. 

Cullen said an injustice was done 
to Lewis in not reading to the jury 
every word contained in the 335 articles 
written by Lewis in advertising his en- 
terptises. By reading only part of a 
text, he said, it was possible to prove 
from the Bible that there is no God. 

He also scored Houts for not cross- 
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examining Lewis and said the reason 
for this was that the Government knew 
it had no case against him. 

Asks for Acquittal. 

Cullen ended his two-hour argument 
at noon, by asking a verdict acqutting 
Lewis. 

“I would like to be on a jury of this 
kind,”” he said, “and write the two 
words, ‘not guilty’ that would send the 
sunlight back into this home. 

“If you return a verdict of not guil- 
ty, the color that has been driven from 
his face will come back with its_ old 
giow. Thousands whom he has edu- 
cated and helped now are praying that 
he may again stand upright, vindicated 
and free.’’ 

That the case might go to the jury 
Friday afternoon, Judge Amidon or- 
dered a recess until 1 o’clock, instead 
of 2, and at that hour District Attor- 
ney Houts began the closing argument 
for the Government. 

Efforts of Defense. 

The argument of Shepard Barclay, 
leading counsel for the defense, was 
divided equally between efforts to con- 
vince the jury there was a fotal ab- 
sence of intent to defraud anybody on 
the part of Lewis, and to show the dis- 
astrous effects upon the Lewis enter- 
prises of the Government’s withdrawal 
of the second-class mail privilege from 
Lewis’ publications. 

He told of the growth of the Wom- 
en’s Magazine and of the Women’s Na- 
tional Daily and of their flourishing con- 
dition up until that action was taken. 
Then he pictured their rapid fall. 

That Lewis believed in the soundness 
of his propositions, Bsrclay insisted, is 
proven by the faci that he invested his

Calls Situation Pitiable. 

He referred to Lewis’ present situation 
as pitiable after a hard struggle, char- 
acterized by the defendant’s manly con- 
duct. He told of how Lewis started cut 
with a cow pasture he bought from Jonn 
F. Lee and, after putting $200,000 into it 
made it a holding worth a princely in- 
come. 

Then he told of how, after his fortunes 
had failed him, Lewis had been forced 
to borrow $125 from Lee to go to Cali- 
fornia and look after some Women’s 
League business. He painted a zlowing 
picture of the bigness of Lewis’ ideas 
and the beauty of his achievements. 

After declaring that Lewis won tle 
friendship of the people in his fight 
against postal regulations, Barclay was 
interrupted by Judge Amidon when the 
lawyer called the fraud order a relic of 
the Middle Ages when people believed in 
the divine rights of kings. The Judge 
instructed him to modify his lanzuaxze 
and keep his argument within the his- 
tory and facts of the case. 

Barclay declared the fdilure of the 
Government to cross-examine Lewis on 
the witness stand was a “perfect and 
obvious admission of his innocence.”’

HOW THE BOSSES WORK. 

“Clark will carry the primaries, but God knows 
who will get tHe vote of the delegation,” was the 
cynical remark of one of the Illinois campaigners 
on the eve of the primary election. His view of 
the outcome is verified by Chicago dispatches, 
which assert that Roger Sullivan, Democratic boss, 
will control the Democratic State convention and 
will own the delegation to Baltimore. 

We are told that Boss Sullivan regards the in- 
dorsement of Speaker Clark by the voters in the 
primaries as merely advisory and without binding 
force. In deference to the will of the voters he 
will have the delegation vote for the Speaker 
on the first ballot. After the first ballot the 
vote will be cast as the interests of Boss Sulli- 
van and other bosses who may be in alliance 
with him require. 

The situation in Illinois illustrates the situa- 
tion which has been developing for several 
months in the Democratic presidential contest. 
When it became apparent that Gov. Wilson of 
New Jersey was likely, if unchecked, to sweep 
the party and go into the Baltimore convention 
with a majority of delegates, plans were laid by 
the party bosses to block his boom. They were 
convinced from the experience of Boss Smith and 
the testimony of Col. Watterson that Gov. Wilson 
was unworkable. If Gov. Wilson were nominated 
by popular voice without the consent of the party 
bosses, they and their henchmen would have no 
means of enforcing their demands for the spoils. 

The ‘favorite son” device was at once put.to 
work to check the Wilson campaign. Speaker 
Clark was brought out in Missouri by Senator 
Stone to eliminate Folk, set aside Wilson, who 
would have been the Folk legatee, and obtain 
control of the delegation. 
Marshall’s candidacy, Tom Taggart and his 
henchmen gained control of the Indiana delega- 
tion. Underwood was’ groomed to pick up 
Southern delegates. Boss Murphy has an unin- 
structed New York delegation, with the instruc- 
tions under his own hat. In Texas, Senators 
Bailey and Culberson are fighting for the control 
of the Texas delegation under Harmon and Wilson 
banners. The Pennsylvania delegation will be 
captured in the name of Wilson or Clark, but it 
will belong to Bosses Guffey and Palmer. In 
Illinois the Democratic voters indorsed Clark, but 
the delegates will be owned by Sullivan, Harrison 
Or Hearst. Senator Martin is planning to get 


the Virginia délegation. 
Gov. Wilson became the target for boss attack 


because he happened to be the most conspicuous 
menace to boss control of the national conven- 
tion. If Speaker Clark should develop strength 
enough to threaten the supremacy of the party 
besses and refuse to yield to their dictation they 
would readily use Gov. Wilson or any other avail- 
able candidate to check his campaign. 

The game of the bosses jis clear. In this crisis 
when Democratic prospects for success are bright 
the organization leaders, who serve the interests 
and their own fortunes, do not propose that the 
party and its presidential candidate shall be free 
to do the will of the people and serve the pub- 
lic welfare. They are determined to control the 
nomination and the action of the convention by 
controlling enough delegates to hold the balance 
of power. They intend that their will, not the 
people’s will, shall be done by the next party ad- 
ministration. They are determined to have a full 
share of the spoils and to protect their political 
masters—the lords of privilege. 

The Democratic bosses will succeed in their ob- 
ject unless an overwhelming popular sentiment 
defeats their scheme. 

Unfortunately, there is not in the Democratic 
party a leader with the courage and energy to 
expose and attack the boss conspiracy. Col. 
Roosevelt as a measure of war has been forced 
to make this issue in the Republican party. It is 
the one issue that gives strength to his appeal. 
The Roosevelt victory in Illinois was more a pro- 
test against machine tyranny and corruption than 
an indorsement of the Roosevelt candidacy. If the 
protest in Illinois and elsewhere does not demol- 
ish the Republican machine it will at least pro- 
foundly influence the party convention. It will 
force a reorganization. 

On the other hand, if the Democratic conspira- 
cy succeeds and the will of the voters is defeated; 
if the expectations of Democratic progress are 
disappointed there will be a reckoning with the 
bosses in the next four years. The people will 
come to a full realization of the necessity of re- 
gaining control of their parties. They will insist 
that they and not the party bosses shall control 
the party conventions and name the candidates. 

The restoration of the control of the parties 
to the voters is the first stcp necessary to make 
the Government representative.

THH HIGHEST SUCCESS. 

As one of the committee of Democratic Gover- 
nors administering the Jefferson Memorial Fund, 
founded by Joseph Pulitzer, Gov. Thomas R. Mar- 
shall of Indiana suggests that the celebration of 
Jefferson’s birthday on April 13 by more than a 
thousand Democratic organizations ought to ac- 
complish something definite and decisive. If his 
suggestion is acted on, the “Jeffersonian Demo- 
crats” of every state will give the money reed- 
ed to make sure that as a national memorial, de- 
fining the meaning of American liberty, the Jef- 
ferson statue will be not less impressive than 
the Bartholdi monument. 

When Jefferson had summed the meaning of 
life in America under the best conditions of nat- 
ural development, his answer to the question of 
final need was: “Still one thing more, fellow- 
citizens—a wise and frugal government which 
will restrain men from injuring one another 
and leave them otherwise free.” 

As the struggle to realize this has never 
ceased, it never can cease in America or the 
world. No other man ever put so much of the 
meaning of developing life into words so few, 
so clear, so compelling in their conclusiveness. 
They mean that the best in every human life 
shall have its freest play as creative energy, and 
that each human life shall have its own just 
rewards, the first and greatest in opportunity 
the assurance of enjoying its own results. 

Whatever theory or practice opposes itself to 
this is merely part of a continuing process of 











failure. . “This and this alone means success-for 
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manhood, déveloping its highestin its own right. 
This is what the Jefferson Memoria] will stand 
for, as it will represent the highest success pos- 
sible for the life of any man or any country.

Teams of Public School Pupils 
Are Gathered Into a 
City League. 


IT IS GOOD EXERCISE 


Played on a Court and Has a 
First Baseman With Other 
Guardsmen. 


Captain ball has come to town, and is 
vieing with baseball for favor. Captain 
ball is the latest wrinkle in athletic in- 
struction selected by A. E. Kindervater, 
Superintendent of Physical Culture in 
the Public Schools, to develop his boys. 
Sixteen teams have been organized in 
as many schools, and a Public School 
Captain Ball League has been orga- 
nized, in which the 16 schoo] teams will 
compete for the public school champion- 
ship. 


Captain ball is a comparatively new 
game. It was invented, a few years ago, 
by Prof. Poos of Cincinnati, and was in- 
troduced first in the Cincinnati public 
schools, It much resembles basket ball 
and is played with a ball of that va- 
riety. There are ll players on a team 
and its especial advantages as a school 
amusement are that it affords a large 
number of boys excellent exercise in a 
limited space. 

The game is played on a court or field 
30 by 60 feet. The field is divided in the 
center by a strip of ‘neutral ground” 
2 feet wide. The players on the team 
consist of five basemen, five guardsmen 
and a captain. The positions of the cap- 
tain and basemen are marked by ivory 
rings 3 feet 6 inches in diameter and 
during play no captain or baseman is 
allowed to have both feet outside his 
ring simultaneously. Five bases and a 
captain’s ring are placed in each of the 
two sections of the field. The captain’s 
ring is in the center. At the four cor- 
ners and in the rear of the captain at 
the end of the field are the five base- 
men’s rings. The five guards of the op- 
posing team are stationed before the 
five basemen. The arrangement of the 
players on the opposite side of the field 
is the same. 

How Game Is Played. 

The game starts when the referee 
tosses the ball into the neutral space. 
The front guards of the opposing sides 
grapple for it and it is then tossed by 
the guard, who gets it to one of his 
basemen across the line. The object of 
the game then is for the basemen either 
to pass the ball to the captain or to have 
it passed consecutively to each of the 
five basemen. If the ball reaches the 
captain, it counts one point. If it is 
successfully passed along the line of 
basemen, it counts two points. It is the 
business of the guards of the opposing 
team to prevent the successful passing 
of the ball, and to return it to their own 
basemen, when they can recover It. 

Games Every Saturday. 

The league games will begin next Sat- 
urday and will be played on every Sat- 
urday afternoon thereafter until each 
of the 16 teams has played 12 games. 
Each team will play two games every 


the public school championship, among 
the four teams having the highest per- 
centages. 

The southern teams will play their 
games in the Shepherd School yard; 
the Central District teams will play at 
the Teacher’s College; the Northern 
District at the Columbia School, and the 
Western District at the Mempstead 
School. 


Committee on Games, 

L. W. Teuteberg, principal of the Di- 
voll School, has been elected president 
of the Public School Captain Ball 
League, and William C. Gunnison, prin- 
cipal of the Dozier School, is secretary. 
One representative of the faculty of 
each of the schools in the league com- 
pose the board of directors. Athletic 
Director Kindervater and his school as- 
sistants constitute the Games Commit- 
tee, which will have direct charge of 
the playing; and Mr. Kindervater’s as- 
sistants will act as referees. In addi- 
tion to its team, each school ts expected 
to provide five pupils to act as timer, 
scorer and linesmen, of whom there are 
three. It is thelr duty to keep back 
the crowd of “reoters’’ expected to 
attend the games. The league “seas- 
son” is expected to last until May.

777 delegates for the President.’”’ 

“If President Taft is nominated do 
the results of primary elections in Illi- 
nois and the contest in Maine indicate 
that Taft could not carry those States 
in the general election?’ 


Charged to Political Trades. 
“No, indeed. I know the conditions in 


Illinois and do not believe the people 
there would vote against Mr. Taft in 
November. In the fearful local mix up 
at the primaries Mr. Taft was ground 
to pleces in political trades. Not for 
one minute do the results indicate that 
the Republicans will not carry the State. 
‘‘Maine will be all right in November. 
The Hinds and Hale factions there went 
to the rail in a bitter fight and we suf- 
fered defeat with the crowd that 
espoused our cause. Fred Hale, son of 
former Senator Ha", took the Roosevelt 
end of the controversy, and when he 
won, we lost. Maine will vote for Taft 
at the general election.”

ANAGER WALLACE announced this morning that he planned —

Wallace bases his right to a protest 
on the fact that in the fifth inning of 
the contest Pitcher Joe Lake was called 
out by Umpire Jack Egan for interfer- 
ence with Shortstop “Buck” Weaver, 
when the official had no right to make 
such a ruling.

FAMOUS POLE VAULTER 
TRYING TO COME BACK 


CHICAGO, April 12.—Walter R. Dray, 
former holder of the world’s pole vaulting 
record, announced today he will try to make 
the Olympic team. He has been in training 
for several weeks and in recent trials has 
shown the form that earned him titles and 
records four years ago. 

While a student at Yale, Dray was the 
best vaulter in the country. In 1907 he won 
the intercollegiate championship and hung 
up a new world’s record of 12 feet 5% 
inches. 

The following year he displayed still bet- 
ter form and at the relay games at the 
University of Pennsylvania added an inch 
to his world’s record. At the Olympic try- 
outs at Franklin Field, Philadelphia, he was 
defeated by A. C. Gilbert, one of his class- 
mates.
